During the course of the DOE OIG investigation, the 
OIG learned that from 2002 to 2005, numerous Battelle 
employees made contributions to Congressman Hobson's 
political campaign. A review of several open source websites, 
to include www.opensecrets.org, www.campaignmoney.com and 
www.fec.gov indicated that Battelle employees residing outside 
the State of Ohio contributed $39,750 to Hobson's political 
campaign for the 2004 and 2006 election years. 


Under the 2002 changes to the Federal Elections 
Campaign Act (FECA) it is a violation of Federal law, 
specifically, Title 2 U.S.C. 8 441(b) for corporations and 
government contractors to contribute to federal candidates. 
Additionally, 8 441(a) limits the amount of money an individual 
may contribute to any federal candidate at $2,000 per 
election. As a result of these changes, one of the most 
common schemes developed to circumvent the restrictions is to 
make contributions through a straw third party or what is 
known as a "conduit". However, 8 441(f) makes it unlawful for 
a person to give funds to a straw donor, or conduit, for the 
purpose of having the conduit pass the funds on to a federal 


candidate as his or her own donation. It is also a violation of 


8 441(f) if a person reimburses a donor who has already given 
to a candidate, thus in effect converting the donor's 
contribution to his or her own. If committed knowingly and 
willfully violations of 8 441(f) are misdemeanors. However, 
the act is a felony if the aggregate amount of any such 
conduit contributions is over $10,000.

Based on the information set forth in this 
communication, it is requested that a preliminary 
investigation be authorized concerning the possibility of 
campaign financing violations. Cincinnati Division, Columbus 
RA's investigative strategy will initially include open source 
and public record checks to research and fully analyze 
contribution information by Battelle employees to Congressman 
Hobson's political campaign and political committee. 


It should be noted that in an electronic 
communication dated 04/28/2006, Seattle Division advised that 
the United States Attorney's Office for the Eastern District 
of Washington declined prosecution on the matter involving 
false statements by Battelle personnel regarding the contract 
with Isothermal Systems Research.

U.S. Rep. David Hobson is living proof that money follows power in politics. 


After the seven-term Republican from Springfield assumed the chairmanship of the powerful Energy and Water 
appropriations subcommittee a year ago, a surge of campaign contributions began flowing his way. in the first 
nine months of the current two-year election cycle, Hobson raised more than 21/2 times the campaign cash he 
received during the same period In 2001, As of Sept, 30, the end of the last reporting period, Hobson and hís 
political action committee had raised 5207 656, 


This to defend his seat in the staunchly Republican 7th District against Democratic challenger Kara Anastasio, 
who raised $20,267 in 2002, when she lost to Hobson by a 68-27 percent margin. 


Until last January, Hobson had chaired the appropriations subcommittee for military construction, which created 
bills worth $10.6 billion the last two years, But in his new chair, Hobson last month put out a press release saying 
President Bush had Signed the new $27 billion Energy and Water Development appropriations bill, which 
originated in his subcommittee, same $67 million of which is targeted for Ohio. 


In other words, Hobson's appropriations clout grew 2.7 times with his new chair; meanwhile, his campaign 
contributions increased by 2.6 times in tha early going of this election cycle. 


"These guys are the gate-keepers of the federal treasury obviously, and these interest groups are buying a ticket 
to get in,” said Robert Adams, political science professor at Wright State University. 


Adams said itis "too simplistic" to Suggest а 1-1 correlation between control of federal spending and campaign 
contributions. But, he said, "there is a relationship, clearly, and a pretty strong one. It's pretty amazing how rnuch 
his contributions went up based on that change.” 


Hobson, however, says some of the increase is a result of his decision to start raising money earlier this time 
around, 
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"We've worked it harder," Hobson said. "In the past we didn't do anything in the first year much." 
If you start iater, he sald, you just have to compete with more candidates for money. 


Anastasio, a 36-year-old Yellow Springs resident, says Hobson's massive war Chest reflects the problems she 
sees in Washington. 


"lt means what we will see .,, out of this representative is the corporate agenda,"-said Anastasio, who works as an 
office administrator for a Dayton attorney. "That's why people are so fed up. You go out and talk to people and 
they think they're not part of the system, that they have nothing to do with it, that it's not about them." . 


Anastasio said she does not accept money from political action committees. "| continue to turn down money, 
because people know that there's a problem with the money that comes from political action committees." 


Under new campaign finance laws passed in 2002, individuals may contribute up to $2,00D to a candidates 
campaign committee in any election cycle, and up to $5,000 a year to any political action committee. Most PACs, 
meanwhile, can contribute $5,000 per election cycle to a candidate and $5,000 per year to other PACs. 


Hobson received $277,140, or 42 percent, of his contributions from PACs during the first nine months of 2003, 


Hobson sald the dramatic shift in cash flow is "just natural" when а congressman switches committee 


assignments. Besides, he said, he doesn't really pay attention. 


"| have never looked back and lumped things like that," Hobson said. "| honestly don't really look a lot at those 
lists of who's giving and who's not giving. My staff says | don’t make as many calls as they would like me to do.” 


In any case, contributions from industry sectors have surged. Donors associated with legal and lobbying services 
led in contributions with $89,000 through September 2003, followed by the health care donors, who donated 


The donors from the legal and lobbying industry contributed $27,750 during the first nine months of 2001, and 
health care-assaciated donors, the top Hobson category last time, gave $31,800 during the same period, 


Donors from the energy, utility and mining industries, meanwhile, have also stepped up dramatically, giving 
almost $72,000 already, compared with $11,000 during the entire 2007-2002 elections cycle, according to data 
from Dwight L. Morris & Associates, the consultants hired by Cox News Service, | 


The money will always flow to the chairmen of powerful committees in Congress, even if they don't need it to get 
re-elected, said Wright State's Adams. 


"If you look at any member of the House," Adams said, "we can almost predict with 100 percent certainty where 
the money is going to come from based on the member's committee position." 


And although Hobson doesn't need the money to win his historically Republican district, Adams said, he'll 
appreciate the thought. "Clearly, It's going to stand out in Dave Hobson's mind that these people quite literally put 
their money where their mouth is." 


Paul Magliogchetti Associates, the lobbying firm hired earlier this year by the Dayton Development Coalition, led 
all companies in contributions. The firm's political action committee and 11 employees contributed a total of 
$15,000 through the end of September. Employees of another lobbying fitm hired by the development coalition to 
defend jobs at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, the Greentree Group, also kicked in $7,000. 


Neither firm would comment for this story. 


The employees of Battelle Memorial Institute provided by far the most individual contributions from any one 
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company during tha first nine months of 2003. Employees of the non-profit science and technology organization 
made 41 contributions worth a total of $12,000, During the entire 2002 campaign, Hobson received $4,600 from 
Battelle's PAC and its employees, 


A spokesman and in-house lobbyist for Battelle said the institute has always supported Hobson because of his 
continuing interest in science and technology. Battelle, he said, has numerous contracts with the Department of 


‘Defense and NASA. 


But it was the congressman’s new chair that caused the dramatic spike in support, said Jack Bagley, vice 
president of external relations for Battelle. 


“Mr. Hobson was made chairman of the Energy and Water subcommittee, which has jurisdiction over all the DOE 
(Department of Energy) programs, and Battelle has three contracts to manage DOE laboratories," Bagley said. 
“There were fund-raisers here (Washington) and in Ohio. | was encouraging support all spring." 


Hobson came to Battelle headquarters in Columbus on May 27 for a tour of the facility and a lunch. About a week 
later, the Hobson campaign deposited 35 of the Battelle checks, most for $250, Bagley gave Hobson $250 then 
and $1,000 in March. 


"It’s what | call getting to know your congresstnan," said Bagley, who has a doctorate in political science, "We do 
that routinely at the other sites, too. It's not just for Hobson.” 


Bagley said he always encourages people to provide “а reasonable level of support — and $250 seems to be a 
reasonable level of support for our employees." 


Bagley said he doesn't expect more access to Hobson in return for the financial suppart, because he already has 
goad access. 


"This was just supporting members of Congress who are supportive of R&D," ha said. 


Another Baitelle contributor, Marty Kress, said he has long been a fan of Hobson, who he calls a "top-flight 
congressman," 


“Dave's kind of unique in the D.C. scene because he's someone who really likes science and technology,” Kress, 
а former deputy director of NASA's space station program who now is vice president of Battelle's NASA group, 
said. "If you have an issue in this domain, Dave is probably one of the best people to go chat with.”

range technical ànd economic planning.

unexpectedly under circumstances that today possibly 

could have been avoided. Scientific research on antibiotics 
and improved surgical technique make appendicitis, which was the 
proximate cause of his death, a far less serious matter today than 
it was at that time, almost forty years ago. 


His death brought into existence the institute for Ф that 
commemorates the name of Battelle. More significantly, it set 
into motion the sequence of events, the plans, the hopes, the aspira- 
tions, the creative thoughts of the thousands of men and women 
who have been associated with Battelle in the years that have 
followed, and who chose to identify their own professional careers 
with a realization of the will of Gordon Battelle. Іп his own 
words, there was to be established “а Battelle Memorial Institute 

. for the encouragement of creative research . . . and the mak- 
ing of discoveries and inventions." 


О N September 21, 1923, Gordon Battelle died suddenly and 


These simple words, straightforward and to the point, are 
almost паіуе іп their implied faith in the idea that creative ге- 
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search and the making of discoveries and inventions was a good 
thing for humanity. But the important thing for us is that they 
conveyed the greater part of the Battelle family fortune to that 


purpose. They constitute the reason for our being assembled here 
this evening. 


It is the practice of Newcomen to portray history as the “life 
story of corporate organizations, interpreted through the am- 
bitions, the successes and failures, and the ultimate achievements 
of those pioneers whose efforts laid the foundations of the par- 
ticular enterprise.” The story of Battelle is the story of a cor- 
poration; it is a story of successes and some failures; it is a story 
of ultimate achievement. But it is also a story that reflects to an 
amazing degree the times in which we live. The simple statement 
of faith by Gordon Battelle that the doing of creative research and 
the making of discoveries and inventions was a good thing, has— 


in the short period of forty years—become nothing less than the 
credo of civilization. 


Whether or not Gordon Battelle foresaw the transformation 
that was to take place with the brief passage of a few decades is 
impossible to determine. But the fact remains that he could hardly 
have conceived of a more useful and timely device than an insti- 
tute for research in science and its applications to industry. 


The story of the world events that have brought about this 
transformation is well known to us, for it encompasses the story 
of our own lives. The depression, the Second World War, the 
threat of Russian communistic imperialism, the ascendency of 
Russian science, the development of the science of communica- 
tion, the population explosion; all these are elements of change 
in a world that sometimes appears strange and unfamiliar to us 
and certainly would appear so to Gordon Battelle. The Federal 
Government of the United States spends more on research and 
development every two hours than the total sum of the original 
Battelle endowment. Placing a man on the moon has become a 
stated objective of our national policy—and is completely accepted 
as a perfectly natural thing to do. I am sure you will agree that 
these things would have astonished Gordon Battelle; so much 
has the world changed in a generation. 
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Тһе endowment fund established by Gordon Battelle was left in 
trust to a Board of Trustees. The original trustees were named: 
Bishop John W. Hamilton, a relative and then President of Amer- 
ican University in Washington, D. C.; Warren б. Harding, а 
friend of Gordon Battelle and then President of the United States; 
Annie Norton Battelle, Gordon Battelle’s mother; Earle Clark 
Derby, a Columbus industrialist; Joseph М. Frantz, a close business 
associate of Colonel John Battelle, Gordon’s father; and Harry 
M. Runkle, a lawyer and business associate of Gordon Battelle. 


None of the Trustees had a knowledge of science or any par- 
ticular experience with or appreciation of its applications to indus- 
try. Bishop Hamilton was a clergyman and an educator, gggsident 
of a liberal arts college before the day when science b e, in 
the public mind, the most important part of a college curriculum. 
According to the account of an eyewitness, he gave an impressive 
speech at the laying of the cornerstone of the laboratory in 1929. 
But what was said has been forgotten; though we may be sure 
that any predictions were conservative, 


Warren G. Harding died the same year as Gordon Battelle 
and never, in fact, served on the Board of Trustees. 


Annie Norton Battelle, mother of Gordon, was a woman of 
remarkable qualities. She was at one time a national committee 
woman of the Republican Party. She probably did not have a 
real comprehension of the implications of the bequest left by 
her son. She thought so highly of the idea of a research insti- 
tute, however, that on her death in 1925 she left “Ф 
of the Battelle family fortune to the same purpose, making the 
total a sum of the order of $3,500,000—in 1925 an impressive 
amount to be used for a cause as intangible as research for industry. 


Mrs. Battelle did not live to see the Institute organized, and 
her place on the Board was taken by Gerald Fenton, for many 
years Secretary and Treasurer of the Institute—today the mem- 
ber of the Board with the longest record of service. 


Earle Clark Derby—chosen for his standing in the com-| 


munity—was an industrialist of what might today be called the: 
classical type. Of uncompromising integrity, almost painfully’ 
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conservative, he often questioned the wisdom of entrusting such 
substantial funds to irresponsible scientists. А 


Of the original members, Harry М. Runkle, who died in 1962, 
served longest on the Beard. Аз a close associate of Gordon Bat- 
telle, he was able to brim: to the Board an understanding of the 
founder's original intent'ons and to maintain over the years the 
unified concept of an institute for creative research. 


To Joseph Н; Frantz, friend of the Battelle family and busi- 
ness associate of Gordon's father, John Battelle, must go the major 
credit for seeing that Battelle Memorial Institute was soundly 
organized. He was Chairman of the Board from the time of the 
incorporation of the Institute until his death in 1938. The In- 
stitute was formally established by the Board of Trustees in 1925 
under the laws of the State of Ohio, providing for the incorpora- 
tion of charitable trusts, as а corporation not-for-profit and to 
administer the trust. The expression “not-for-profit” means that 
all the income of the Institute must be used or reserved for the 
stated purposes of the charitable trust that forms the basis for the 
corporation. This reservation is important because some of the 
creative research and the discoveries and inventions have proved 
to be quite profitable and will make possible the further extension 
of the Institute’s work.

The Board of Trustecs, іп the four years following incorpora- 
tion, acquired а site of about ten acres on King Avenue and 
formulated plans for a laboratory, which was built and ready for 
occupancy by late summer of 1929. More important, they chose 
a director—Horace W. Gillett. 


It was Emerson in his essay on Self Reliance who wrote: “An 
institution is the lengthered shadow of one man.” Certainly this 
is abundantly true of research laboratories and it was true of the 
new Battelle Institute, Gillett established the initial character 
of the research organization. And the characteristics of an organ- 
ization have a way of peysisting beyond the lives of the men who 
form them. 
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Some word about the character of Gillett himself is in order. 
He was a pipe-smoking, wiry, wisp of a man. He usually wore a 
baggy sweater, loved the outdoors, his English Setters, and a 
summer camp in Canada. To тайу һе may have appeared to 
have had little regard for the amenities. But һе had a mind: like 
a steel trap, an instantaneous регсербоп, an uncanny sensitivity 
in detecting the slightest hint of sham, of sóphistry, of апу de- 
parture, however trifling, from intellectual integrity. His reading 
rate was phenomenal, even among men whose rate is muth higher 
than average. He could, in fact, read a page.at a glance and detect 
typographical and orthographical errors infallibly in the process. 

His scientific attainments were of a high lorder. Не was con- 
sidered by his peers as “The Dean of American Metallufi? He 
was a prolific writer, editor, abstractor. “Не was generous and 
unselfish, particularly with younger menj'and many a budding 
metallurgist owed his early success to anonymous help given to 
him by “Gil,” as he was affectionately сава? 


This was the man who placed the stamp of his own character - 
on the new Battelle. This was the man who convinced the Board 
that scientists were trustworthy but who shocked the conservative 
members by insisting that scientists should have a montb?s vacation 
each year and should be required to take'it. This was the man 
whose personality determined that the work of the Institute should 
initially be concerned primarily with metal]urgy.

The original laboratory building was under way and (огпег- 
stone was laid in early October, 1929. The building was"soundly 
constructed, but by the end of the month the new venture en- 
countered the worst economic earthquake the world has ever 
experienced. 


Many of you who are present can remember the Great De- 
pression. Only the remoteness of thirty years saves the mention 
of it from being a breach of good taste on a festive occasion like 
this. But perhaps we can recall it as we recall the deeper snows 
and more frigid winters of our childhood. It wasa time of genuine 
tragedy. Тһе bankrupt wrecks of long established companies 
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covéred the economic landscape. Financial institutions that герге- 


` sented the life work of thousands of men of unassailable i integrity 
5 closed their doors. To many'it seemed that never again would 


the blood of commerce quicken the body of industry. To many 
it was the end of the world. То many it was the end of life. 


Perhaps it was at this time that the idea was born that research 
and technological advance could be used to combat a depression. 
It may be said that the new Institute had no way to go but up. 
Gillett had assembled a staff of some of the best brains in the 
motallurgical world. Furthermore, these men shared an ideal. 
They were builders in a period when builders were badly needed. 
For the most part, too, they were young, hopeful, creative, and 
confident in their own abilities. !

There was Oscar Harder, born in Arkansas, who, before com- 
ing to Battelle had established himself in a distinguished career 
at the University of Minnesota, and who was recognized through- 
out the world as a leading metallurgist. Though he was a scientist 
of real attainment, he designed an alloy as though it were an 
artistic achievement. Не established the Institute firmly in the 
art and science of devising alloys for specific needs. Out of his 
work came the free-machining steel containing lead and a non- 
corroding high-strength alloy for watch mainsprings that set a 
new standard for the. performance of the delicate task of providing 


- power to drive d watch. 


And there was Howard Russell, born in Colorado, a professor 
of physics at Carnegie Institute of Technology, brought to Battelle 
by Gillett because ot some intuitive belief that physics would play 
a role in the development of metallurgy—a belief that was in- 
deed prophetic. Тодау: ће physics of metals is still a major part 
of the Institute's'scientific activity. Early work on electron diffrac- 
tion was important in the development of information on the sur- 
face pr oper ties of various types of materials, and the Institute did 
pioneering work in this field. " 

Among the early builders of Battelle was Clarence Lorig, born 
in Minnesota, educated at the University of Wisconsin, brought 


. 
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‘to the Institute to establish a research competence in process metal- 


lurgy, foundry practice, blast furnace technology and ‘similar 
activities so much a part of the metallurgical industry. 


And John D. Sullivan, a pungent Irishman from Montana, 
with a tremendous background of non-ferrous metallurgy, derived 
from a career of work with the Bureau of Mines and experience 
in the processing of ores and raw materials. To Sullivan fell the 
task of organizing the Institute’s work in ceramics—r efractories 
being a prime concern of the metallurgical industries. = 

And Ralph Sherman, born and educated in Iowa, but coming 
to Battelle from a distinguished career with the ЫЛ за 
in Pittsburgh and a record of accomplishment in fuels, с stion, 
and mechanical engineering. š ' 


Then there was Byron Bird, a far-westerner, born in the State 
of Washington, a tall, lanky man with an abundant shock of hair 
and a restless imagination in the field of minerals beneficiation 
that turned out inventions faster than the laboratory could absorb 
them. 


There were, of course, others who contributed their part to the 
growing laboratory and helped to establish its reputatión for 
sound and valuable research. With its own income, supplemented 
by contributions from others, the Institute began the publication | 
of a series of monographs on the alloys of iron that 15 still a classic 
reference work in this field. Several standard works in the field 
of fatigue of metals—deterioration caused by cyclic stresses—were 
issued to become classic pioneering works in an area Т 25 to 
gain tremendous importance in the applications of metals in the 
field of aeronautics. Gillett, himself, was a pioneer in the creep 
of metals—the gradual deformation and ultimate failure of metals 
under stress at elevated temperatures. This work is basic to much 
of modern space technology where metals are subjected to ex- 
treme conditions of stress and high temperature.

In its first year, the Institute's total expenditures on research 
amounted to a modest seventy-one thousand dollars. This is sub- 
stantially less than the Institute spends for research in a single 


H 
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day at the present. Іп 1920 it was а very creditable sum. Ву 
1934, this amount had more than doubled to $175,000, and the 
staff was approaching 100 in number. The difficult learning-to- 
"walk stage had been successfully passed and the confidence of the 
original staff members had been justified. 


Among the original staff members was one who had identified 
himself with the primary objectives of Battelle more completely 
and more fervently than any other. He probably saw more clearly 
than anyone the challenge offered by a new approach to the prob- 
lem of getting the results of science into practical use. He saw 
that the principal obstacle standing in the way of revolutionary 
change in the world of technology was the attitude of industry 
toward science; an attitude compounded of the dead weight of 
the depression, a lack of understanding, and sometimes of in- 
difference and ignorance of what science could do. He set for 
himself the task of overcoming this obstacle. Like all men of 
genius, seized with an idea, he probably would have worked it 
out regardless of circumstance. But Battelle Institute was des- 
tined to become a uniquely effective instrument in his hands to 
carry out a mission that was almost a crusade, 


This man was Clyde Williams, who, more than any other, built 
the organization that we today identify as Battelle Memorial 
Institute, 


Clyde Williams was born in Salt Lake City, Utah. He received 
his education in chemical engineering at the University of Utah 
and spent some years after his graduation in industry, working 
in the electrochemical industry and ultimately for the steel in- 
dustry where he acquired a reputation as one of the most promis- 
ing metallurgists in the entire steelmaking community. 


Gillett persuaded him to leave industry to join Battelle in 1930, 
almost at the very beginning of work. By 1934, Gillett, him- 
self a scientist with a devouring interest in science, and with some- 
thing of a distaste for administration, and recognizing Williams’ 
ability in this regard, asked the Board of Trustees to relieve him 
of administrative duties and to name Williams as Director, 


It was a decisive step. To Gillett it was the beginning of a 
new freedom to pursue his scientific interests, which he continued 
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until his death in 1950. То Williams, it was not so much the 
realization of an ambition as it was the accepting of a challenge. 
Faced with an industrial world that was, at best, apathetic to. the 
potentialities of applied science, Williams resolved that if industry 
would not come to science, he would take science to industry.

Іп this same year, 1934, І began ту own association with -Bat- 
telle. It was also the beginning of a close personal relationship 
with Clyde Williams that was а vital influence іп forining my 
own life and identifying it with the life of Battelle Institute. 
Furthermore I was able to observe the development [ 
firsthand. 


-It is difficult to categorize Williams! principal contribution to 
the building of Battelle and to separate it from what was in fact 
the building of an entirely new concept of the not-for-profit re- 
search institute. Williams was not only a first-rate scientist; he 
was also a businessman. He recognized that business existed 
primarily to make a profit, and that research would have to show 
reasonable chances of increasing profits if business was going to 
be called upon to support it. e 


But Williams greatest contribution to the building of Battelle 
was his personal dedication. Не believed in what he was doing; 
and in the doing he carried along with him all those who, caught 
up in his enthusiasm, found themselves working effectively at 
ventures they would have hardly thought possible without his 
leadership. Out of such dedication is formed the W^ тее 
and character of an institution.

1934, the year when Williams became Director, was almost the 
low point of the depression. But he set to work with a will, and 
the period from r934 to 1940 was for Battelle one of diversi 
fication into new fields as well as a period of growth and strength- 
ening in its established areas. During this time the Institute formed 
its Department of Chemistry, initially oriented toward metal. 
lurgy, but eventually a scientific entity in its own right. 
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If one were to seek to characterize the work of the Institute at 
that time, it would have been that it was almost completely con; 
cerned with materials technology. “This is still substantially] true, 
but as we shall see later, materials technology has a different con- 
notation today. In the middle thirties the work began to diversify: 
process metallurgy became important, and emphasis on the engi- 


neering properties of materials widened to include studies on the · 


workability and machinability of metals, electrochemistry and elec- 
troplating. At this time there was developed the remarkable proc- 
ess of electropolishing, the invention of Charles Faust, which Ваз. 
become an important standard process for finishing metals. i 


At this time, too, there began a period of intensive research:on ` 
the corrosion characteristics of low-alloy, high-strength steels. “ў 
This work led to the development of such steels which have anj, ` 


important place in construction and transportation equipment. |, 


The steels were also to have a very significant role in the Second | өзі 


World War.

During this period, foundations were laid for research in other; 


areas that assumed major importance in later years. Work was; 
begun on gases in metals, specifically hydrogen in steel—a study - 
that has greatly deepened our understanding of the mechanisms. 
of failure in steel. Important work was done on the electrodeposi-* 
tion of alloys. In 1937 a field of research on the deposition of 

metals from the gas phase by the decomposition of the halides 

was opened up and has grown in significance to the present day. 

This work led to the production of metals with a new standard of 

purity. It led to industrial methods for the production of titanium 

and zirconium—the latter metal was destined to have an ex- 

tremely important place in the development of the nuclear 

reactor. 


In this period also the Institute pioneered some of the work 
in the use of radioactive tracer techniques. To the best of my 
knowledge, scientists at Battelle were the first to utilize radio- 
active materials for the study of an industrial problem—specrfi- 
cally the study of wear in bearings. 
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ments in their particular science.

. During the 1930’s Battelle staff members, as а matter of In- 
stitute policy, were encouraged to cooperate closely with the 
'many technical societies that play such an important part in the 
'American research world. Many of the staff members became 
officers in the societies. Many of them became the recipients of 
medals and awards for service to the societies and for accomplish- 


- 
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Battelle began the development also of methods of research. 
The concept of team research required the speedy formation and 
sometimes even more speedy dissolution of groups of research 
workers cooperating toward a common objective. This [ wm 
was a technique o£ research which was to prove to be of great sig- 
nificance in the storm that was about to break over the world and 
to engage the scientific community in a close participation in his- 
torical events in a way undreamed of by the ivory-tower scholars 
of the past. 


In 1932 Adolph Hitler was brought to power by the over- 
whelming vote of the German people and there began the most 
incredible subversion of the morality of an entire nation that the 
world had ever seen. The history of the dramatic events of this 
decade is part of another story; but in 1939 the world found itself 
in a war which was soon recognized to be something more than 
a minor struggle for position on the European Continent. The 
United 5 states began to concern itself with the part it might be 
called upon to play. Апа Battelle began to explore n o 
of how it 'might best serve the Nation in its defense. 


In 1939 ‘Battelle entered into its first contract for research for 
the Federal Government. It was a project for research on the 
development of improved armor plate. It is significant that the 
work was done at cost as a public service without the usual markup 
for overhead. Some succeeding projects for the Government were 
done on the game basis, until the flood of research coming from 
the military soon made it apparent that this happy relationship 
could not. continue indefinitely. 
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In December 1941 the Pearl Harbor attack brought the United 
States into the war and the call on the scientific talent of the 
' Country began in earnest. It was quickly recognized that the war 
was likely to be won by the side that could best utilize its scien- 
tific research abilities, and it is interesting to speculate what the 
outcóme might have been if Hitler had not driven his best scien- 
tists into exile. At any rate, the United States did not make this 
mistake and the technical brains of the Country were quickly 
organized and marshalled to the best interests of the Country by 
an enlightened leadership in Washington. Work on an important 
scientific research project was considered to be the very best reason 
for deferment of military service, certainly a new concept in the 
operation of the military forces. 


. At this time Clyde Williams was called to Washington to head 
up the newly organized War Metallurgy Committee. Тһе story 
of this committee's work through the war is an epic in itself. 


` Under Williams? guidance and using his encyclopaedic knowledge 


f the Nation's metallurgical industry, the Committee was able 
to make decisive contributions to the war effort. 


In this work Williams was backed up by the organization he 
had created at Battelle which included some of the best talent 
available, capable of being organized on short notice into teams 
for specific purposes. Almost overnight, with the United States? 
involvement in the war, the Institute became а manufacturing 
plant of war-vital engineering and scientific information. In this 
war of technology, the conflict saw practically all the scientists of 
the Institute staff mobilized for their special talents and skills.

One talent became of special importance. During its early 
history Battelle had acquired a reputation for its knowledge of 
metals in general and some rare metals in particular. One of these 
was the metal uranium, an element that had been known for 
150 years but whose very existence was about to become a deep, 
dark secret. -Knowing of Battelle's competence in the field, the 
managers of the scientific research project which was to become 
known as the *Manhattan Project? gave to the Institute the 
assignment of developing methods of working and handling alloys. 
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of the metal. Battelle staff members, under the general coordina- 
tion and direction of Howard Russell, became increasingly in- 
volved in the research and technology of this new field and with 
the development of the atomic bomb. After the war, it was dis- 
closed that 400 members of the Institute staff had participated in 
some way in this work. Іп 1943 the Institute extruded the 
uranium fuel elements used in the world’s second nuclear reactor 
at Oak Ridge, Tennessee. This involvement in the new field of ` 
reactor engineering has continued to the present day, and the 
Atomic Energy Commission—the successor to the Manhattan 
Project—is one of the largest sponsors of research work ас the 
Institute. In 1949, Battelle developed the prototypes обще fuel. 
elements used in the first nuclear-powered submaWWE——the 
Nautilus. Yn 1949 Battelle invented and developed the .ion- 
exchange process for extracting uranium from its ores. Today more 
than half of the world?s uranium is recovered by procedures based 
on this process. :

Іп 1945 the atomic bomb brought the war to ап abrupt end, and 
the world was suddenly brought face to face with а new order of 
things. The war had produced not only many political changes; 
there were many new technological changes. Ánd there were 
sociological changes. There was a subtle change in attitudes 
toward science. People began to recognize that civilization was 
truly dependent on science and that the revolution that had come 
about during the war in electronics and communications, for ex- 
ample, had in fact altered relations between individuali com- 
munities and states and nations so that the world would never be 
the same as it was before the war. The feverish scientific activity 
of the war had opened up many new avenues for research and 
the scientists of the post-war period began to follow them and to 
usher in a period of very rapid scientific discovery. 


At the close of the war, the Institute went through a short 
period of adjustment and then into this new phase of growth and 
development. Many of the research demands that had been 
built up during the war, but which had to be postponed, now be- 
came active. One of these was a remarkable new invention— 
electrostatic printing or photography.

Research was begun іп 1944 оп а very modest scale оп this 
process, which came to be called “Xerography.” The inventor 
was Chester Carlson, a patent attorney. Battelle took over the 
invention and proceeded to develop it to a point where it became 
of interest to the Haloid Company of Rochester. Battelle trans- 
ferred the development to them in return for an equity position 
in the company. The дез are undoubtedly known to many 
of you; but it proved to be an extraordinarily successful develop- 
ment. Within five years the first commercial xetography equip- 
ment for office copy work was being marketed. Continuing re- 
search has resulted in a fully automatic copying machine that 
resulted in $100,000,000 gross revenues in 1962 for the company, 
now named the Xerox Corporation.

In the period immediately following the war, Williams estab- 
lished the basic organizational structure of the Institute. This 
structure is designed to facilitate the performance of the work of 
Battelle--namely research supported by industry and Govern- 
ment. The Institute must of necessity maintain a competence 
in a great many fields, in order to be in a position to satisfy the 
extremely diverse needs of modern industry. This makes difficult 
the development of competence in depth in all fields, but there 
аге some in which the Institute is preeminent: The, first of these 
is metallurgy. The initial emphasis given to this very important 
industrial science has been decisive in placing Battelle in the front 
rank of metallurgical research laboratories. 


Science really does not recognize boundaries. Some will say 
that metallurgy is only a branch of chemistry. There will be 
storms of protest but some will say that chemistry is only a branch 
of physics. There used to bea useful term—"natural philosophy” 
to cover all these. But at any rate the work of the Institute has 
grown in quite a natural way out of its research in metallurgy. 
And after the war the pattern settled down into metallurgy, 
chemistry, physics, and engineering in its various branches, One 
field of activity was added deliberately by Williams—economics. 
This was done for the simple reason that most industrial research 
is done for an economic reason, 
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This was the period, too, of active building of the physical 
facilities of Battelle, The laboratories at King Avenue were 
extended to comprise nearly а million square feet of floor area 
апа the staff increased to approximately 2,500 persons. It. was 
recognized that the King Avenue site was limited in the amount : 
of land available in the area, At the same time, the nced to build 
a nuclear reactor to consolidate the Institute's position in the 
nuclear field became apparent. Accordingly, a new site was pur- 
chased near West Jefferson some miles to the west of Columbus, 
for the nuclear research center and for certain pilot plant opera- 
tions and for as yet unknown future expansion. The nuclear 
research center includes a two-megawatt research reactor, a Ф 
assembly facility and hot cell laboratories and а plutoniu ап- 
dling laboratory that make it the best-equipped privately-owned 
nuclear research laboratory in the world.

In 1950 Williams started an experiment which may prove to 
have been the most brilliant and momentous опе the Institute 
ever attempted. А study conducted by Battelle had indicated that 
its concept of research, which had proved to be so successful in 
the United States, would at least produce some interesting 
reactions if it were transplanted to Europe. 


In retrospect, and considering the difficulties encountered, the 
idea appears daring almost to the point of rashness. But at the 
time, all that was proposed was a small laboratory operation in 
Switzerland. No one was quite prepared for the succes the 
experiment. Owing to very substantial financial assistance” from 
the City of Frankfurt and the Hesse Government, the laboratory 
in Germany was also built. Both laboratories quickly became 
financially self-sustaining and operations were maintained in the 
best Battelle tradition with a staff that today has grown to more 
than r,roo. Almost overnight Battelle became international.

As an independent, endowed, not-for-profit 
research institute, Battelle conducts research which 
encompasses virtually all facets of science and its 
application. It also pursues programs in fundamental 
research and education. 


Battelle-Columbus, through its contract research, . 
serves particularly the research needs of industry 
and government. Its studies range from subjects on 
the frontiers of science, to the development of mate- 
rials for defense which may have industrial applica- 
tion in future decades, to the immediate research 
problems of industry. In its laboratories, it seeks new 
opportunities for economic expansion; develops new 
or improved processes, materials, machines, and 
products; points the way toward better use of natural 
resources; and helps to solve people-oriented prob: 
lems such as those affecting national health and 
security. Technical-economic and socio-economic 
studies are extensively undertaken. Battelle-

mere ahd has benefited the economy in diverse ways. At 


any given time upwards of 600 projects are under- 
way in the laboratories. Here—in words and pictures 
we cite a few, brief “for instances", past and 
present: 


Economists are evaluating the computer as a decision- 
making tool in freight-trucking operations. ... For a 
group of electric utilities with interest in the economy 
of the Susquehanna River Basin, computer simulation 
studies are being made to determine the interaction of 
the Basin’s economy with the water resources of the 
area ... Being analyzed are those forces which shape 
the U.S. and European economies, and economic profiles 
io 1975 are being projected. . . . Technical-economic 
studies have been conducted of the effects on the iron and 
steel industry of new trends and processes, as well as the 
effect on the electronics industry of possible reduced 
defense spending. 

Research on xerography, based on the inventor's 
(Chester Carlson) original concepts, began at 
Battelle-Columbus іп 1944. The dry-copying process 
was developed to a point where a fully automatic 
electrostatic copying unit became commercially fea- 
sible—a revolutionary advance in copy duplicating. 


Under study have been effects of pressure on DNA, the 
chemical substance that determines heredity. . . . 
Progress has been made in developing blood-compatible 
plastics, as well as improved adhesives for use in sealing 
surgical incisions. 


Lasers and their applications continue to interest the 
scientist. Here, a pulsed laser is used to dissociate 
the gas in the glass sphere. The dissociation products 


can combine to form new chemical compounds. 


Conceived by Aille iechnologists was the process 


used in making reactor core in the nation’s first 
atomic submarine. . . . Recently developed was an 
atomic battery one cubic-inch in volume that has a 
life of several years. 

Machine dynamics research has made possible improved 
performance of railroad-car, wheel assemblies and motor 
vehicles. . . . А specially developed damper system for 
long, high-speed power-transmission shafts makes fea- 
sible improved performance of such shafts in helicopters 
and in other applications. 


Titanium technology was pioneered at Battelle- 
Columbus. Conceived here was the roll-welding 
process for fabricating light-weight, truss-core sand- 
wich panels of titanium that have high strength and 
stiffness for aerospace applications. . . . À computer 
simulation program has demonstrated the potential 
of an advanced instrument-system for jet aircraft to 
provide safer takeoffs and landings. 


As part of its growing 
research in the marine 
sciences and ocean 
engineering, Battelle- 
Columbus provided 
technical assistance 
and experimental un- 
derwater tools for the 
U, S. Navy's Sea Lab 1! 
program. The tools, 
which have no recoil or 
torque, were success- 
fully used by Navy 
aquanauts who lived 
and worked 205 feet 
under the sea for 
extended periods of 
time. 
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Studies are continuing on a urine extract that, in in vitro 
laboratory experiments, induces orderly directional 
rowth of malignant cell cultures in contrast to the 
irregular. colonies usually formed by such cells. 
Researchers hope that further studies will lead to 
increased understanding of cell growth control mech- 
anisms in healthy organisms.

Chemical engineers are applying so-called fluidized- 
bed processing to the cooking and freeze drying of 
foods, the encapsulating and coating of engineering 
materials, the removal of fumes and dust, and to the 
disposal of papermill wastes... . Mechanical engi- 
neers have designed an automatic meat processing 
machine which produces a better product at a faster 
rate and at lower cost. ` 


Metallurgists conceived and developed a powder- 
metallurgy process for continuous production of 
aluminum-covered steel wire that is being used exten- 
sively in electric power transmission lines. The wire is 
strong and has high conductivity and resistance to 
corrosion. 


In the field of alloy studies, ultra-high purity tung- 
sten alloys are being developed for possible use in 
ion engines for deep space probes... . Research is 
in progress on other alloys to store thermal energy 
as a constant source of electricity for future orbiting 
space vehicles. “

in this my first year as President of Battelle Memorial Institute, І 
have given much thought to what the Institute is now and what it can 
be in the future. Out of this exercise has come a new awareness of the 
remarkable impact Battelle has had on à broad range of human en- 
deavors and of the dynamic character of the organization. The Institute 
is a prime example of science in action. 

Іп Battelle, І see—and hope you do also—a unique opportunity for 
contributing in a meaningful way to civilization and to the betterment 
of man. For this reason, it seems to me very important to share with 
you my own personal views on the objectives of Battelle and its oper- 
ation in the future—to outline as far as possible the dimensions of the 
future. 

it may be impossible for me to describe a Battelle that coincides 
completely with your views of what it is and what it should be. How- 
ever, it is important that your desires and goals not be incompatible 
with Battelle's objectives as І describe them. Otherwise, we both will 
suffer the frustrations of unachieveable goals. 

If, for example, your personal goal is to become à millionnaire 
as fast as possible, | can say immediately that Battelle is not the right 
place for you to pursue your career. If, on the other hand, your goal is 
to help resolve something like the world food problem, Battelle is a 
very likely place for you to be. To carry the example a step further, let's 
assume that you are convinced that the sea is an important source for 
additional food. You might be frustrated by the modest investment 
Battelle is making now in food-from-the-sea research, but you would 
find that your efforts to develop this field of research would be en- 
couraged, aided, and rewarded as being completely consistent with 
the objectives of Battelle Memorial Institute. 

Іп my view, Battelle's primary objective—stated in broadest terms 
—is the advancement and ultilization of science for the benefit of’ 
mankind, and this objective is pursued through the process of tech- 
nological innovation. 

What do we mean by technological innovation? Let's look a little 
more closely at the expression. One definition of technology is “the 
totality of means employed to provide objects necessary for human 
sustenance and comfort.” This definition seems most appropriate, for 
1 have in mind the blending of scientific, engineering, business, and 
economic knowledge and ехрецепсе. To innovate is "to introduce as 
or as if new; to make changes." 

We may view Battelle's role in technological innovation from 
various points, and, in so doing, place our interests in perspective.

An important aspect of Battelle's mission is to identify inventions 
and to assist in their development, through scientific research, to a 
point where their usefulness is demonstrated. One Institute compo- 
nent, The Battelle Development Corporation, has a particularly vital 
role in the nurturing of inventions and in bridging the distance between 
inventor, industry, and, ultimately, the public. 

Some ideas resulting from technological innovation point to prod- 
ucts or concepts so new and untried in the market that they require 
new venture companies to bring them to the marketplace. Thus, busi- 
ness structures, themselves, become the subject of innovation, and 
Battelle has been aotive in the creation of new companies when these 
have been needed to demonstrate the manufacture and marketing oí 
products coming from the laboratory. Scientific Advances, Incorpo- 
rated, a wholly owned Battelle subsidiary, is operated with this as one 
of its purposes. 

Technological innovation is а powerful force not only within cor- 
porations but in the development of whole geographic areas. Battelle 
has been particularly conscious of this in establishing its presence in 
the Pacific Northwest. Lessons learned in this region may point up 
new opportunities for the future. 

With respect to the future, | want to assure you that | will encour- 
age imaginative use of Battelle resources in every way possible 
consistent with Institute objectives. There are doubtlessly many unex- 
plored areas of opportunity where science can and should serve the 
needs of man, We are, for example, developing plans for broadening 
our support of research—attemptirig to further define what Battelle’s 
future role should be with respect to education, and to life, engineer- 
ing and behavioral sciences.

Science is a primary and pervasive force within the 
Battelle organization.

The worldwide Battelle staff, for example, was the 


source of more than 700 papers and articles published dur- ' 


ing 1968. Institute staff members are the authors or co- 
authors of 11 books published during the year. In the United 
States, alone, they assumed more than 250 elective or ap- 


pointive posts in scientific and technical societies during 


the year. 
As a further indication of the leader- 


members served as national presidents of 
three professional societies and they 
played an important role in the creation of the new Euro- 
pean Physical Society. In recognition of their contributions 
to science, people identified with Battelle were the recipi- 
ents óf such honors as the Enrico Fermi Award, the 
Dechema Award of the Max-Buchner-Forschungstiftung,

of Civil Merit, to mention only a few. 
` From the outset, Battelle has recognized a responsi- 
bility for supporting and encouraging research, and, in re- 
cent years, it has intensified its efforts. п 1968, the Institute 
provided $2,415,230 in support of tundamental studies car- 
ried out by scientists based at Battelle research centers at 
Columbus, Geneva, Frankfurt, Richland, and Seattle. This 
research, until now, has been largely in mathematics and 
the physical sciences. However, during the past year, initial 
steps were taken to broaden the scope of the program. 

Indicative of Battelle's intent, in July of 1968, Dr. R. S. 
Paul was named to the newly created position of Coordina- 
tor of Institute-Sponsored Activities. His office is in the 
Battelle Seattle Research Center. Since then, he has organ- 
ized a series of conferences to explore the Institute's fu- 
ture role in research in the life sciences, in education, and 
in the engineering sciences. These conferences, bringing 
together participants from the various Battelle components 
and from the academic world, have led to plans for the 
Institute's entry into new research areas. 

To date, Institute-supported research has been largely 
of a type that is closely tied to a particular technical disci- 
pline. However, much attention has been given recently to

The true worth of this research for industry — in terms 
of improved products and higher living standards — is be- 
yond measure. It is possible, however to indicate the extent 
of this effort in terms of expenditures. In 1968, Battelle's 
worldwide staff conducted research contracted with indus- 
trial companies — as distinguished from research for gov- 
ernment — that resulted in expenditures of $27,079,907. 
Viewed in another way, during the year Battelle conducted 
over 2,000 studies for more than 1,300 companies. Sponsors 
of this research range from small companies to the giants 
of industry and to trade associations embracing many com- 
panies. Such research resulted in the issuance during 1968 
of 47 U.S. patents.

In this case, the research has extended over a period 


of years and is continuing. There is an element of seren- . 


dipity in this case history, and it points up how research 
to solve one specific problem has led to a whole new 
industrial process. | 

About four years ago, metallurgists-at Battelle's 
Columbus Laboratories were asked to explore means for 
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cutting the cost of producing short lengths of smal! diam- 
eter (.01 inch) wire being dispersed in concrete to strength- 
en it and give it greater thermal shock resistance. Lowering 
the cost of the fibers was an important factor in the suc- 
cessful development of the fiber-reinforcing concept — an 
invention that has since been patented and has come into 
eommarelal use, 


The Battellecteam devised а wholly new process to 
produce the wire. Details of the process are proprietary, 
but it cen бе said that the process eliminates many of the 
steps involved in conventional wire production. Although 
the original interest was in wire, it is now apparent there 
is a greater advantage in the process in metal forms other 


` than wire, and continuing research has established that the 


process is applicable to a number of different metal forms, 
іп iron, steel, and other metals of commercial imporiance. 


The company sponsoring this research is moving 
quickly to pilot-plant production. In addition to the research 


it is sponsoring in four divisions at Battelle, the company ` 


has formed two groups of scientists within its own research 
organization to conduct studies on the process. Іі has 
budgeted more than half a million dollars for research on 
the process in 1969.

Battelle's service to government is а natural extension 
of its research for private industry. This began when the 
20,8. Government turned to Battelle for urgently needed 
weapons research at the beginning of World War И. In the 
intervening years; Battelle, largely through 
its contract research centers, has provided 
a wide range of capabilities for all levels 
of government, notably in the United 
States, but in other countries as well. 

Apart from specific studies sponsored by government 
agencies, Battelle contributes also to the effective use of 
science by government in other ways. Exemplifying long- 
term cooperative efforts between the Institute and govern- 
ment is an agreement effected in January, 1965, under 
which Battelle assumed management of the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission's Hanford Laboratories at Richland, 
Washington. Battelle accepted the AEC's challenge of man- 
aging the $100 million research complex in such a way as 
to accommodate the Commission's continuing research 
programs as well as the growing contract research needs 
of private industry and other government agencies. 

On a personal level, "government service" has a spe- 
cial meaning for many Battelle scientists. Staff members 
are encouraged to accept appointments to government 
committees and commissions and to participate in inter- 
national meetings. Particularly noteworthy in 1968 was the 
interim appointment of a member of the Battelle staff as 
U. S. Deputy Assistant Secretary of Commerce tor Economic 
Policy Review. Other staff members served their govern- 
ment as heads of delegations and as delegates to inter- 
national meetings such as the Fifth U. S.-Japan Information 
Exchange Mectina on Ceramics Nuclear Fuels and the 
Internationa: . Energy Agency meeting on plutonium 
utilization in Vienna. Still others served on technical com- 
mittees convened by the National Academy of Sciences, 
National Aeronautics and Space Administration, National 
Research Council, Federal Aviation Administration, Office 
of Saline Water, and the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Contract research, of course, is far and away the most 
important means whereby Battelle serves government. As 
an indication of the extent of this effort, 1968 expenditures 
for research carried out by the Battelle staff in behalf of 
the U. 5. government alone were in excess of $94,000,000.

Government-sponsored research is international in 
scope.

Held in Kronberg, Ger- 
many, in 1968, the Colloquium dealt with solid surfaces, 
with emphasis on molecular and atomic approaches. At 
Geneva, Battelle was the cosponsor with the University of 
Geneva of a three-week Symposium on Advanced Topics 
in the Mathematical Foundations of Scattering Theory and 
of a weekly Seminar on Mathematical Methods of Physics. 

As part of its continuing program of cooperation with 
the Korean Institute of Science and Technology, Battelle 
assisted KIST in arranging and conducting a Symposium 
on the Development of Industrial Research in Korea. The 
Symposium attracted the largest assembly of Korean sci- 
entists ever to meet at one time anywhere. It was sponsored 
by KIST with the financial assistance of the Ford Founda- 
tion and Battelle, and was held at Battelle's Columbus 
Laboratories. 

Another facet of the Battelle program in support of 
education includes professorships at universities with 
which the Institute has close ties. Professorships main- 
tained by the Institute are the Battelle Distinguished Pro- 
fessorship in Mathematics and the Battelle Distinguished 
Professorship in Physics — both at the University of Wash- 
ington — and the Battelle Chair of Metallurgy at The Ohio 
State University. In addition, Battelle, through its Pacitic 
Northwest Laboratories, in 1968 established a Visiting Pro- 
fessorship in Nuclear Engineering at the University of 
Washington. The Professorship provides the mechanism 
whereby the University obtains the teaching services of an 
outstanding nuclear technologist granted leave from the 
Pacific Northwest Laboratories for an academic year. 

Each of the Battelle centers engaged in contract re-

In the communities in which Its laboratories are located, 
Battelle strives to be more than “а good neighbor.” The 
nature of its interests and the caliber of its people make 
Battelle a pacesetter and a leader in the community and 
the region. The Institute's impact on community life has 
been particularly notable at its American locations. 

А eombinatlon of factors contribute to this Impact, 
Perhaps most apparent are the people of the Battelle staff. 
As а group, they are by almost апу stan- 
dard relatively young, well educated, and 
have a "built in" desire for change and 
progress that comes with research. About 
48 percent of Battelle's more than 7,000 
staff members hold bachelor's degrees or 
higher. Some 600 hold doctorates. Fifty percent of these 
people are under 35 years of age. 

Battelle people are interested in their communities, 
so it is not surprising to find them serving as members of 
city councils, zoning bodies, boards of education, and 
boards of trustees for community colleges. In the Columbus 
area Battelle people are members of five school boards. 

This same spirit of interest in the community is reflect- 
ed by the organization as a whole. By its presence and its 
attitude, Battelle encourages the establishment and devel- 
opment of other scientifically and technically oriented 
organizations and industries that are an asset to the com- 
munity. As an example, the Institute has leased land to Тһе 
Engineers Foundation of Ohio (EFO) for its planned Ohio 
Engineering Center. The lease, renewable 
every 25 years, provides four platted lots 
adjoining the Institute’s Columbus Labo- 
ratories as the site for the proposed two- 
story building. The EFO is currently 
conducting a $300,000 campaign for 
funds to construct the building, which will provide office 
space to the EFO, Ohio Society of Professional Engineers, 
Consulting Engineers of Ohio, and other similar profes- 
sional organizations. 

The site for the Ohio Engineering Center is part of a 
land reserve acquired over the years by Battelle through 
purchase of residential property surrounding its Columbus 
Laboratories. іп addition to the lease agreement with EFO, 
there have been discussions between the Institute and a 
national professional society to explore the possibilities of

To date, the Center represents a commitment by Battelle in 
excess of $500,000. The Center has been concerned with 
such projects as the development of a system for evaluat-, 
ing the poverty program in Cleveland and the conceptual 
development of urban information needs. The Center spear- 
headed Project DATA—a large-scale research effort on the 
improvement of the flow of pedestrian and vehicular traffic 
in downtown Clevaland. Project DATA Is pointod toward а 
major demonstration program.

LABORATORY ADDENDUM, CGM:jak, 7/12/75 


The Laboratory feels that the proposed fingerprint research 
program is a legitimate approach and would result in a useful end product. 
Our knowledge relating to methods alluded to by the Battelle proposal 
has resulted from our research with secret writing systems. Most likely 
Battelle's research proposal and approach result from spin-off of their 
work on secret writing systems for the Central Intelligence Agency. The 
Laboratory could undertake a fingerprint research project and probably 
attain the same results as Battelle in approximately two years. However, 
in the interest of cost effectiveness and since Battelle is already oriented 
in this area, it is felt that they can achieve the desired goal in much less 
time. 


While not submitting a specific budget item for such a project, 
the Laboratory feels it to be of sufficient importance that, if no other 
funds are available, the required $67, 310.00 cost be deducted from those
